On Saturday morning the picket 
had been re-inforced; some of the 
miners were roughtly handled by the 
pickets and many lurid threats were 
uttered. Ryan was quite prominent 
in the efforts made by the pickets to 
stop the miners. As a result of their 
efforts the Bush mine did not get 
enough men to work profitably and 
was shut down for the time being. 
All the other mines were working on 
Saturday. On Saturday evening sev- 
eral men who had refused to vacate 
the Mine premises when ordered to 
do so were arrested and brought into 
the city. They were bailed out by 
the organization. 

On Monday a special drive was 
made against the Black Diamond 
mine. About 809 pickets gathered 
between the bunk house and the mine 
and attempted to prevent the men 
in the bunk house from reaching the 
mine, There was considerable dis- 
turbance for a_ time, resulting in 
Ryan's arrest by the provincial police. 
The men finally got to work in full 
force. There was also some disturb- 
ance at the Humberstone mine, but 
there also the men got to work after 
some delay. There was no trouble at 


Four working day# have passed 
since the date fixed in President Sher- 
man’s proclamation for the closing of 
the Clover Bar and Edmonton coai 
nines, 

The Cardiff mines had been suc- 
cemfully closed on Tuesday, Nov. 21, 
and on Thursday, the 28rd, the Ban- 
ner mine boiler house had _ been 
burned down. 

The next step was against the Clov- 
er Bar, und from time to time U.M.W. 
A. headquarters in Calgary announ- 
ced that the Clover Bar mines would 
be closed ou December ist. There 
was no dispute between operators and 
miners, the miners did not belong to 
the U.M.W.A. and did not, want to 
join. To overcome this condition 
professional agitators were sent up 
from the southern field, and judic- 
jously “planted” in the Clover Bar 
mines. The miners of the field nat- 
urally became anxious of the action 
that was being taken by the U.M.W.A. 
In order to find out where they stood 
the men of one of the larger mines, 
the Black Diamond, held a meeting 
on Wednesday the 29th. Of a total 
of 182 men employed in and about the 
mine 155 were present at the meeting 
Of those present all but two voted to 
continue at work, Six men who were 
at work in the mine while the meet- 
ing was being held agreed to stand 
by the decision of the majority. Al- 
though formal meetings were not" 
held by the men of the other mines, 
there was a general agreement on the 
part of the majority that they would 
continue at work.

There is a big 
Jewisn trade in the eastern cities 
which demands live poultry and the 
result of this tria! car shipment has 
been most satisfactory to the superin- 
tendent of the egg and poultry mar- 
keting service of this province.

A Little More Speed In Order 
A reader calls attention to the 


Lacombe to Edmonton. That is 
to say, the farmer in that locality 
who ships produce to Edmonton 
has to pay twice the carrying 
charges on a similar consignment 
from Lacombe, though Hoadley is 
only two-thirds as far from Ed- 
monton in a straight line. Half 
these charges go to pay for haul- 
ing his produce south before it 
starts north. And the farther the 
line is extended toward Edmonton 
the greater will be the cost of ship- 
ping freight round-about to and 
from Edmonton. 

If the object is to give the farnt 
ing districts west of the C. and E. 
cheap and convenient access to the 
city markets the way to attain it 
is to start construction from this 
end of the line also; or better still, 
to make a special effort and com- 
plete the whole road next season. 
As the province is pledged to sec 
the enterprise through, the sooner 
it is finished the better—for the 
farmers in the country to be sery- 
ed and for the public interests. 
Most of the intervening country 
has long been well settled, is fertile 
and highly productive, but is re- 
mote from existing railway facil- 
ities. It deserves railway accom- 
modation as soon as it can be pro- 
vided, needs it, and has the traffic 
to justify an extra effort to pro- 
vide it. And the job being in hand, 
it might as well be finished in one 
year as in five so far as the ulti- 
mate liability of the Province is 
concerned. 

This railway line has been on 
the construction program for 
many years. The Province has 
put a large amount of money in it. 
But the mileage in operation is 
small, and the service that is got 
for the money spent is correspond- 
ingly restricted. The territory 
beyond railhead is as rich as that 
already tapped. It is not a wheat 
country, and connection at La- 
combe with the C.P.R. line east- 
ward does not therefore provide 
the needed outlet for its products. 
The region is comparatively well- 
settled all the way to Edmonton, 
and from the C. and E. railway to 
the river. It is specially adapted 
to cattle and hog raising, dairying 
and other branches of mixed farm- 
ing. Direct communication with 
the larger centres of population is 
a prime necessity to a district of 
‘that kind, Without it farming can- 
not be normally prosperous. Ed- 
monton market is the logical des- 
tination for the products of the 
districts north, west and south of 
Pigeon Lake. To continue to ex- 
tend the railway a few miles per 
year from the south end is not 4 
reasonable fulfilment of the hopes 
of the people who have long since 
settled that country and brought 
it inte use. They need railway 
accommodation now; not five 
years hence. And they need direct 
communication with Edmonton; 
not a round-about connection that 
doubles the cost of getting their 
products to market as compared 
fo the charges frém other local- 
ities farther from the city. 

From the railway stand-point 
the argument is equally in favor 
of speeding up construction. 
Under present conditions the road 
cannot pay operating expenses 
and charges.
